By the Associated Tress 
VIENNA, Feb. 20.— Living condi­ 
tions in H ungary have reached the 
stage where the only hope of the aris­ 
tocracy is that the entente powers 
will send troops to Budapest and to 
other parts of the country to save 
them from the dreaded menace of 
Bolshevism. 
Many of the form er a r­ 
istocrats have gone to their country 
homes and many others would like 
to go to Sw itzerland but are unable

country.

of Budapest 
are considered unsafe after dark and 
'.wealthy persons employ soldiers to 
guard their homes. 
T housands of unemployed in Bud­
